“New recruits are being trained 
to join the 304 Brigade in an attuck on Vinh Yen and Phue Yen in voy 1951. 


2. In carly 1950, Vo Yeuyen Gian, Jo mander-in-Chicf of the Viet "inh ally, 
disaporoved a plan of Gencral Nguyen Son calling for the entrance of ad 
ditional Chinese Commmist troons into Yorth Vist Jane Giap feared that 
chinese Communist particivation in the fighting would provoke United States 
intervention. The Viet Tinh instead approved the following olan of action, 
formated by Gian: 


a) illow the *rench to open seversul fronts, causing thei to disperse their 
forces. 


b) Jare limited warfare, such as the Vinh Yen-Phuc Yen attacks in nid 
January, while building up the strength of the filet Minh my,

Both 
reginents have been trained and equiyped by the Chinese Communists. In 
carly 1951, the Vict Minh high conmand ordered that they be combined with | 
the astillery battalion of the 30) Division to fora an artillery division. i: 
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There is occasional lack of accord between the military and political 
leaders within the Viet Ifinh Tong-bo. lUilitary leaders are pleased with 
Viet tlinh victories along the South China-Tonkin border, while political 
leaders belisve that the middle ragion should have been attacked immediatcly 
following the capture of french vosts along the border, instead of allowing 
the French time to reinforce their vositions. 


Friction exists between the Chinese Commmist-trained and the Soviet-e-truined 
officers in the Vict liinh army, because of the preponderance of Chinese 
Communist—-trained men in important posts. 


The principal Sovict advisor to the Vict ‘inh is Divinow, aka Captain George, 
aka Le Minh. 


Sino~Viet iiinh Military Cooperation 


In June 1950, a Chinese Commmist military mission under General LSSI Tsi van 
arrived in the Yen The district of Thai iiguyen to study the Vict [inh 
military situation. The mission was escorted by a Chinese Commmist regi- 
ment of 2,000 troops, wearing Viet “tinh uniforms. 


In July 1350, a Chinese Communist regiment, well equipped with anti-aircraft 
guns, was stationed in the Cao Bang area to protect the uowly built Viet 
sfinh road along the Yunnan railway, ies 


ifter his disagreement with Vo Uguyen Giap (see paragraph 2 above), iguyen 
Son resigned his post as Deputy vowmander-in-Chief to become Commander of 
the Sino-Vietnamese Allied worces in Peiping late last year. sine

The Sino-Vietnamese illied Forces possibly refers to units of the 
Viet linh army being trained by the Chinese Soumunists; no organized 
joint Sino-Vietnamese Army is known to exist, 
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
